HUDSON TALKS TO FARMERS 


Urges Them To Study the Farm 
and Seek Always the Best 
Results. 

In the second of his monthly talks 
to the farmers of Georgia, Commissioner 
of Agriculture T. G. Hudson gives them 
some important advice and hints about 

working for the best results. 

Commissioner Hudson says in part: 

“Do not allow the present price of 
cotton to allure you into planting this 
crop to the exclusion of the food crops.
